of boundary walls hedges and fences hereafter erected 
or re-erected so as to abut on a public street or upon 
property vested in the Committee : — 

1. If any land adjoining or abutting any public street 

or any property vested in the Committee is 
allowed to remain unwalled, unfenced, or un- 
hedged or if the walks, fences or hedges of any 
such land or compound are allowed to be or 
remain out of repair the Committee may by 
notice in writing call upon the owner or occupier 
of such land or compound to provide or repair, 
within such period as the Committee may fix, the 
boundary wall, fence or hedge as the case may 
be. 

2. Where the owner or occupier is called on to pro- 

vide a wall fence, or hedge the notice aforesaid 
shall specify pattern of construction and materials 
of which such wall, fence or hedge shall be made 
or constructed provided that the pattern to be 
specified shall not Involve unreasonable expense 
having regard to the circumstances of each case, 

3. No compound wall shall be less than three feet 

in height, 

4. No person shall erect or re-erect boundary wall, 

hedges and fences abutting a public street or pro- 
perty vested in the Committee unless permission 
in writing has been obtained therefor from the 
Comittee. 

5. A breach of any of the provisions of these bye- 

laws shall be punishable with a fine which may 
extend to R s. 50 and in the case of a continuing 
breach with a further fine which may extend to 
Hs. 5 per day, during which the breach continues.
